Q8, we spotted a substan- 
tial collection of unrchabilltalcd 
Model "A" Fords which the own- 
er, is 'apparently planning to col- 
lect for sole later to. old cor buffs 
at a handsome profit. . . . Wq 
went t through small hamlets* 
whose names rang a bell in our 
memory as having something to 
do with the Civil War and we re- 
gretted our rather cavalier dis- 
missal of that period of our history 
as something of interest only to 
the Dlxlecrats and Southern gen- 
try. We went through Winches- 
ter and recalled that Gen. Phil 
Sheridan rode hVor 'from Winches*' 
— tor-to^ave_theiduy_6rLhloiyl_the_ 
deal ', , . Middleberg jogged our 



memory, but not enough to Im 
port any knowledge to our teen- 
age traveling companion. . , . The 
Shenandoah Valley evoked ooh's 
and aah's, a snatch' of sang about 
"You Rolling River . , ..", and a 
firm memory of important Civil 
War battles raging in the area. 

Washington Itself inspired some 
impressions. For example wc 
know now why it takes so long for 
Washington to accomplish any- 
thing: People are constantly get- 
ting lost on streets that suddenly 
disappear from under you right in 
the middle of a block. Well, any- 
how, visitors get lost In a. hurry. 
After a while you get the feeling 
that 'the law of magnetism that

area abounds with motor hotels, 
motels, miniature golf courses 
and drive ins. In fact there arc 
so many new motor hotels going

D. C. Gothic to 20th Century 
Holiday Inn. Except, of course, in 
Resurrection City, which is more 
Camptovvn Raceway. ..." The 
misguided tour look us through 
Georgetown: that's Old Town, 
Chicago, with a bath. The names 
of the shops, the decor, and the 
atmosphere arc somewhat similar 
to Old Town, but there is a feel- 
ing of authenticity and charm 
which arc -lacking in the self-con- 
scious commercialism of Chicago's 
tourist trap. . . .There was a 
somber feeling in Washington over 
the weekend because of. the funeral 
of Sen.

There's a unique thrill' in driv- 
ing around Washington, D.C, and 
viewing the" monuments and the 
symbols of power as represented 
by the great masses of granite 
and marble. And there is a feel- 
ing that the men who built this 
city and the country it rerpesents 
will somehow find the answer to 
the problems that have turned this 
gr eat city Into a mass ive area of.

are starving or undernourished/ 
the House Committee on Education 
and Labor has been conducting 
Hearings on a proposal to estab- 
lish a permanent Commission ori 
Hunger. - 

The 'hearings arc supported by a 
publication entitled "Hunger U. 
S. : A."— a document produced by 
a Citizens' Board of Inquiry into 
Hunger and Malnutrition- in the 
■ United States. The evidence In 
this ; publication is shocking. In 
this land of affluence and agricul- 
tural surpluses, only governmental 
or bureaucratic mismanagement 
could account for such results, ond 
the story of the failure of govern- 
mental ■ programs and' efforts at 
distributing needed .food to the 
poor is most revealing. 

The Report charges that- the de- 
partment of Agriculture and the 
House Agriculture Committee de- 
velop their policies in favor .of the 
agriculrural producers in prefer- 
ence, to' the consumers— including 
the poor and hungry. 

These charges have been de- 
nied -by the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, Orville Freeman. Further- 
more, much of th e' 'evidence" of. 
starvation and undernourishment 
referred to in the Report on Hun- 
ger appears to be disputed by 
the designated local and state of- 
ficials.

Lunch Program In *«hldi the Ted' 
eral Government < provides funds 
on the basis of $1 for each $3 con- 
tributed locally to prbylde lunches 
for school children. It i is charged 
that-only-otout-one-thlrd-of-the 
poor children are bene fited by this 
Federal legislation — thar^hase 
children who are. too poor to con- 
tribute to the cost of meals under 
the .School Lunch Program Ie$' 
"humiliated" — and that mtiny.: 
state and local school authorities 
do j not participate adequately in 
order to carry out the Congres- 
sional objective. - 
" Witnesses appearing on behalf 
,of a Committee on School Lunch 
Participation have recommended 
that school lunches "should be 
free -to all children as a normal 
part of their educational, pro- 
gram." A further suggestion has 
been made that this should be 
expanded to provide breakfasts for 
alt school children as well, and 
that the program should ' com- 
mence at the p re-school level. 

One of the Congressional Interro- 
gators inquired whether a proposal 
such as this should not be carried 
one step further to |nclude>eve- 
ning meals for all school children 
which would, in effect, provide for, 
the complete feeding of some 50 
million school-age youngsters away 
from their homes. 

The estimated cost of luncheon 
alone, at 50 cents per pupil, would 
amount to $4.5 billion per year dur- 
ing the normal school period ot 
180 days, If calculated to cover 
the entire calenednr year and 
broadened to include breakfast 
•and supper the estimate could 
reach $15 billion per year or 
more. 

The need for all citizens of the 
Nation to hove an awareness of 
the need for proper diets and ade- 
quate nutrition should be consid- 
ered in the light of any proposal 
for the Federal Government to ad- 
minister to the nutritional needs 
of more than 200 million people. 

The- adoption of a program of 
universal medical care — Medi- 
care— developed from the plight of 
many elderly citizens* who were 
without means to provide for their

The tragic slaying of Senator 
Robert F. Kennedy has shocked 
citizens into a realization that vio- 
lence and lawlessness arc ram- 
pant in our nation.

and respect for .the law. Prompt 
action in the House of Representa- 
tives in passing the omnibus crime 
bill was consistent with the over- 
whelming public antipathy to the 
mounting incidents of tragedy and 
lawlessness, climaxed by the hor- 
rendous murder of Senator Ken- 
nedy. "' 

The new crime bill provides 
strict regulation of firearms to the 
extent of prohibiting all mail order 
and other interstate sales or trans- 
fers of pistols and revolvers.

The measure also expresses con- 
gressional dissatisfaction with re- 
cent Supreme Court decisions, not- 
ably the controversial Miranda 
case, which. has limited sharply 
tho authority of law enforcement 
agents - in the interrogation of 
criminal suspects.' Under the 
crime bill, the police will have 
greater latitude in questioning 
criminal suspects, subject to a sub- 
sequent determination by the 
court of the "voluntariness" of 
statements made during interro- 
gation. . This should clearly 
strengthen the stance of law en- 
forcement officers and discourage 
those criminals who have found 
an escape through the Miranda 
and certain other Supreme, Court 
decisions. 

While prohibiting the use of 
private wiretaps, the new bill will 
authorize courts to permit investi- 
gative and law enforcement agents 
to use wiretaps in various types of 
cases, particularly those involving 
organized crime. £\ 

Above all, the" new crime bill es- 
tablishes a national policy regard- 
ing law enforcement, giving di- 
rection- and support to- training 
and research programs designed 
to strengthen local and state law 
enforcement agencies.

The 25 .Illinois Chicago based 
casually companies have an- 
nounced tlicir support of Illinois 
Insurance Director John F. Bol- 
ton's proposal to ask the legisla- 
ture for a new insurance filing 
statute to permit automobile rates 
to seek their own equitable level 
in an open market place. 

In the annual report of their Illi- 
nois Information Service, the 25 
companies noted thai all com- 
panies writing automobile lines ex- 
perienced incurred claims losses 
approximating $355 millions in this 
state alone in (he last calendar 
year. 

.The- companies which write the 
insurance for about three out of 
four private cars in Illinois said 
incurred losses continue to in- 
crease at a rate of about $1.5 mil- 
lion per month; . ,~ 

"In the second quarter of • I9C8, 
the industry is operating on Illi- 
nois rates established in 1!)G0. 
With continued increases in se- 
verity of losses and pressure of in- 
flat ion._st atutory underwritin g re- 
sults for most Illinois automo- 
bile writers in 1907 were pushed 
into red init," the companies 
slated. ,

the Illinois Insurance Information 
Service held at the Union League 
Club in Chicago, the companies 
elected Nelson K. McBrien, execu- 
tive vice president of Miller's 
Mutual Insurance Association of 
Illinois, Alton, as president for the

— "I^glslatlon-to-prevent-unlawful 
takeover of college property- and 
facilities by protesting students 
should be one of the major proj- 
ects of the new governor of Illi- 
nois, S. Thomas Sutton, Republi- 
can candidate for- that post, said. 

Sutton said he would propose 
legislation which would severely 
discipline any student or students 
whose on-campus protests involve 
the destruction of .property, or 
criminal Ircspass. 

A first offender would be sus- 
pended GO days, he explained; a 
second offender would lie denied 
readmittancc to any. slate col- 
lege. To gain readmittancc, the 
second offender would have to pe- 
tition the slate .board of higher 
education. 

Sutton cited recent student take- 
over., at Columbia University, 
Northwestern University and other 
colleges throughout the nation, 
commenting, "Adults are supposed 
to run the schools, not the chil- 
dren. If the children are so briP 
lionl that they can- run the 'col- 
leges, there's no reason to send 
them to college at all. 

If local authorities cannot quell 
student uprisings, Sutton said, he 
as governor, would send in a spe- 
cial "tactical control squad" of 
the state police to restore order, 

Sutton has proposed that a spe- 
cially-trained unit of the state po- 
lice be farmed to control rioting 
and looting in areas where the 
local authorities cannot cope with 
the situation. He originally pro- 
posed that the unit consist of 350- 
400 men, but he now believes that 
a larger force might be needed. 

College officials, deans or coun- 
selors who negotiate ' or confer 
with student groups breaking the 
law in their protests, would also, 
he disciplined, Sutton said. 

He said-thai the Negro demands 
at Northwestern are proof of his 
contention that "the Negro and 
white agitators do not know what 
they wont or wh y— only that they 
haVc _ dc(licalcd themselves to'des- 

troy our sociely.'J • 

Major planks in Sutton's cam- 
paign platform arc abolition of 
all Jiprfvyn relations commissions 
and repeat of open housing laws. 
He is also opposed, as director of 
"Operation Crescent", to the pu- 
pil busing project of the Chicago 
public school system. 

"I. oppose school busing,- for 
racial or roiigious experimenta- 
tion," Sutton said. "They're ploy- 
ing games with children." 

Sutton, a lawyer with offices 
in Elm hurst and residence in 
rural Wayne, has proposed that 
the Chicago school system be di- 
vided Into six separate school dis- 
tricts. 

"One or two Of the districts 
would he all-Negro," he explain-

Chairman J. Harris Ward at

Higher Interest Rates 
For Savings Bonds 

U. S. Savings Bonds and Sav- 
ings Notes— popularly known as 
"Freedom Shares"— arc now pay- 
ing higher rates of interest accord- 
ing to Philip h. Spcidel, chairman 
of the Treasury's volunteer sav- 
ings bonds committee for Lake 
County. 

Effective June 1, 1968, the inler- 
cst rate on E and H Bonds was 
raised from 4.15 per cent to 4.25 
per cent when held to maturity— 
IheTull legal limit permitted un- 
der present law. -Outstanding E 
and H bonds also carry a com- 
parable rate increase to next ma- 
turity. 

The interest rote on Freedom 
Shares was increased from 4.74 
per cent to 5 per cent on Issues 
dated June 1 and thereafter. 
There is no legal authority to im- 
prove the yield; on Freedom 
Shares Issued from May l, 1967 
through May 31, 1908, since they 
come under a different law. 

Mr. Speidcl reports that the re- 
striction that Freedom Shares 
may be purchased* only by indi- 
viduals enrolled In a regular pur- 
chase plan -has been dropped. Ef- 
fective June^l Freedom _ Shares 
are available for single, over-the- 
counter purchase, in combination 
with an E bond of the same or 
larger denomination. 

In .announcing the Improve- 
ments in Savings Bonds and Free- 
dom Shares President Johnson

The Lake Bluff Children's Home 
plans on establishing a third group 
home In or near Chicago and open- 
ing a new office. for. specialized 
non-residential counseling services 
in Chicago to. children and to fam- 
ilies with child-oriented problems. 

These two projects will replace 
the residential treatment program 
on the Lake Bluff campus. The 
residential treatment program will 
be gradually. phased out this sum- 
mer, according to the. needs of 
each, child. 

Institutional services to emo- 
tionally disturbed children will be 
moved to the new group home in 
the Chicago area until a new. treat- 
ment center can be built in an ap- 
propriaile location. 

Administrative headquarters and 
certain, other activities including 
adoptive placement services and 
counseling rehabilitation service to 
unmarried parents will continue in 
Lake Bluff. 

.. "Lake Bluff Children's Home 
w.ns built 74 years ago as an or- 
phanage for 140 children," said 
D. Coyd Taggart, ". Executive Di- 
rector of the agency. Although 



church sponsored, it is nonsectar- 
ion In its. program and policies. 

"The needs of children . have 
changed through the years," He 
said. "The child needing help 
changed from the orphan to the 
child victim of the depression to 
the mildly disturbed child and the 
homeless child to the severely dis-

Taggert said that it required too 
much money lo support the out- 
dated building, and that the money 
could be belter spent for "per- 
sons, not buildings."

The agency already has two 
group homes in operation, one in 
Zion and one In North Chicago.

This appeal from The Christian 
Science Board of Directors was 
heard by over seven thousand 
Christian Scientists, gathered from 
around the world for the Annual 
Meeting of- The First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, in Boston, Mass. 

The. message from the Board of 
Directors, read by Arthur P. 
Wuth', its new chairman, stressed 
individual effort as. the first step 
In any. attempt to help solve the 
world's, ills. > : |« ... 

"Poverty," ignorance, war, racial 
conflict, immorality, civil disorder, 
mental and; physical enslavement 
exemplify standards torn down, 
spiritual 'ideals desecrated, the 
best of civilization fallen into dis- 
use," Wuth said. 

Nehcmtah's example as* a spir- 
itual builder was cited as. still 
vital and useful to Christians to- 
day. In rebuilding the wall of 
Jerusalem, Mr. Wuth explained, 
Nehcmlah was making practical 
his own understanding of God and 
his kingdom. 

"Is not the need then for Indi- 
viduals dedicated to their work,, 
committed and consecrated to the 
task -.of spiritual building?" he 
asked. 

Mr. Wuth then quoted the disci- 
ple Peter: "Ye also, as lively 
stones are built up a spiritual 
house, an holy priesthood, to offer 
up spiritual sacrifices, acceptable 
to God by Jesus Christ (1 Peter;

The Food Stamp Program, 
_which begins_here July 15, will be 
explained to food merchants in 
Lake County in a meeting on June 
13, at 7 p.m. at the Public Library, 
128 North County, Waukcgan. 
The briefing will be conducted 
^ by George Childress, assistant of- 
ficer-in- chargeof the Chicago Food 
Stamp Officer. 

Administering, the program "Is 
the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, in cooperation with the Lake 
County Department of Public Aid 
at 515 Water, Waukcgan.' . . 
• The Food Stamp Program repre- 
sents another means of- using Am- 
erica's agricultural abundance to 
improve the diets of low-income 
citizens by. increasing their food 
i purchasing power. 

It works like this: The. De: 
partment of Public Aid determines 
the eligibility of the family and 
tells them the amount they will 
need to invest in the program, an 
amount that generally depends on 
the family size and income. 

Eligible persons pay that amount 
In cash for food coupons, and re- 
ceive free enough additional cou- 



pons to enable them to buy sub- 
stantially increased food supplies. 

.Recipients spend their coupons 
just as they would money in any 
authorized retail food store. They 
can buy any food for human con- 
sumption they choose, except foods 
^lainljPidentificd as^being - im- 
ported., Since this is a food pro- 
gram,. non-food items such as alco- 
holic beverages, tobacco products, 
soaps, pet 'food, vegetable £ecds 
and the like cannot be purchased 
with* food stamp coupons, . Jot. 

Grocers redeem the couponvat 
local banks through .authorized 
food wholesalers.- Banks redeem 
them through the Federal Reserve 
System. 

Surveys have been conducted to 
determine the effectiveness of the 
Food Stamp Program first intro- 
duced in May, 1961. 

Tiiesc findings show that food 
sales, in dollars, increased an av- 
erage of 8 per cent. Meats, pro- 
duce' and other grocery items

43,633 eligible for Medical Assist- 
ance only; and 63,243 on Kencral 
Assistance. 

In February 357,930 persons re- 
ceiving assistance and eligible for 
medical care; 50,928 eligible for 
Medical Assistance only; and 73,-

McOIory Praises 
High Court Decision 

" Congressman Robert MeClory 
(R, Lake Bluff) today praised a 
recent Supreme Court decision up- 
holdinfe the power of Cong ress to 
punish draft' card burners. Speak- 
ing from his Washington office, 
the Illinois Congressman also 
called attention to the similarity 
between the prohibition, against 
flag burning (approved by the 
House last June .and now awaiting 
Senate action). . 

"I commend the Court for Us 
decision in United States vs. O'- 
Brien, rejecting the claim that the 
public burning of draft cards is a 
form of 'symbolic speech* pro- 
tected by the First ' Amendment 
right" of free speech. There is an 
important and definite distinction 
between speech and conduct. The 
Chief Justice aptly phrased the 
issue in emphasizing \ that the 
Court cannot accept the argument 
that 'an apparently limitless vari- 
ety of conduct can be labeled 
'speech* whenever a person engag- 
ing in the conduct intends thereby 
to, express air idea' 'Dissent may 
be legitimately convoyed without 
burning draft cards or flags under 
the guise of free speech." 

The Court's action should also 
serve to overcome the symbolic 
speech argument raised in opposi- 
tion to the House-passed flag dese- 
cration bill. Certainly the Federal 
Government should be capable of 
protecting its citizens from such 
repulsive displays as public flag 
burnings. If the law has the 
power to protect the trademark 
of a private enterprise, then cer- 
tainly it has the power to protect 
the symbol of our national enter- 
prise. In view of the O'Brien de- 
cision, I would hope -that the Sen- 
ate could schedule immediate 
action on the. flag desecration 
bill. |L ' 

Congressman MeClory, who 
sponsored the flag desecration bill 
in the House, supported it vigor- 
ously before the House Judiciary 
Subcommittee on which he serves 
as the Ranking Republican.

1. A trust declaration of 1961 be- 
tween the DAV and the Foundation 
is terminated.

his overriding commission from 
40 per cent to 30 per cent. 

3. Solicitors'for the stores shall 
be registered with the Attorney 
General under the Charitable Soli- 
citation Act. 

4. In solicitation of funds and 
properly for the stores, the public 
will bo advised that net proceeds 
from the program .will be used 
for DAV service programs. 

5. The DAV will file quarterly 
uncertified reports of 'operations' 
and annual certified reports with 
the Attorney General.
